Over 550 at Phillips Andover 


The address list of students just 
published as a supplement to The 
Phillipian shows an enrolment to 
date of 553 boys. Since the list was 
published several late comers have 
appeared, slightly increasing the total 
number, Previous to the college ex- 
aminations held last week, the regis- 
tration was about a dozen ahead of 
that of the corresponding date last 
year. The number of boys who have 
entered after the college examina- 
tions is much smaller, however, than 
formerly, so that the figures today 
are slightly below those of a yéar 
ago. 

This result is just what the school 
authorities desired to bring about, 
and is due to the fact that the large 
majority of applicants for admission 
to the senior class have been refused 
admission. Fully fifty applicants 
have been rejected on this basis, and 
in addition a considerable number of 
boys who desired to enter after the — 
school year had actually- begun iwere - 
also rejected, 

Never before in the history of the 
school have there been so many ap- 
plicants for admission, and the school 
officials have had a unique problem 
on their hands in determining just 
where to draw the line. The trustees ~ 
have felt, and have so recorded them- 
selves, that with the present facilities 
of the school the number of students 
ought not to exceed 550. It is be- 
lieved that the number last year was 
slightly larger than could be most ef- 
fectively handled. Under the circum- 
stances the curtailment has fallen 
naturally first upon those seeking ad- 
mission to the senior class and those 
who for various causes would not be 
able to report promptly at the open- 
ay, egenerap eh Tangy riahaeaiatigilaaaeenen 

The most gratifying feature of the 
present situation is the fact that the 
number of old boys in school this 
year is considerably larger than that 
of former years, the natural result 
of the steady increase in the sizes of 
the lower classes,

Peter C. Hains, Jr., received his par- 
don yesterday and left Sing Sing 
Tianhane bennett ANDOVER. MASS. prison a free man for the first time 


since he killed William E. Annis in 
August, 1908. Accompanied by his 
father, General Peter C. Hains, re- 
tired, he took a train for New York 
city. 

Hains’ pardon was brought about 
mainly by the efforts of his aged 
father.

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ITALIAN SHIPS 
REDUCE FORTS 


Turks In Tripoli Show White 


Flag of Surrender 
TIGTORS LANDING 4,000 MEN 


Defenses Silenced Upon Resumption 
of Bombardment—Sultan’s Gunners 
Poor Shots, While Warships Escape 
Engagement Unharmed — Report 
That italy Demands Surrender of 
Tripoli and Payment of $12,000,000 


Rome, Oct. 5.—The city of Tri- 
poli was surrendered to the Italian 
war fleet under Admiral Aubrey by 
the acting Turkish governor general, 
Bessim Bey, after a terrific bombard- 
ment had reduced the Turkish forti- 
fications to a mass of ruins and the 
Turkish garrison, which had made a 
second stand on the heights above the 
city, had been routed by shells 
charged with shrapnel. 

The bombardment yesterday was a 
continuation of that of Tuesday. From 
3:39 until sunset Tuesday afternoon 
the-cannon on Aubrey’s. warship 
pounded the Turkish fortifications ‘n 
the harbor until more than .half of 
them were in ruins. 

Yesterday the work of destruction 
was completed by the’ Italian cannon 
and the Turks driven from the town 
were forced to surrender it to their 
foes. This puts Italy in formal pos- 
session of the city and paves the way, 
it is believed, to peace negotiations. 

The fire of the Italian ships, when 
the bombardment was resumed, was 
deadly in its accuracy, and the. 
heavier outer forts of the Turkish 
garrison were soon in ruins. 

The Turks then removed their guns 
to the heights above the town and re- 
opened fire. The Italian ships replied 
with shrapnel, which sent the Turks 
flying in all directions and caused 
their commander to order the white 
flag of surrender to be run up. 

When this dispatch was sent the 
fleet was preparing to land a force of 
4000 men to take formal possession of 
the city. 

News of the surrender came to 
Rome by wireless from Aubrey, on 
board the flagship Giuseppe Garibaldi, 
and when the news was Officially an- 
nounced the crowds in the streets 
went wild with enthusiasm. 

With Tripoli in the hands of the 
Italians, it is now believed that* the 
Turks will not try to hold out longer, 
and will accede to the demands of 
Italy, unless other powers intervene 
to save Turkey from this humiliation, 

The Italians were surprised that 
the Turks put up such a spirited re- 
sistance. It is believed that many of 
the Turkish soldiers were killed, The 
garrison was composed of men who 
had practically been banished from 
Turkey. It was a half starved, rag- 
ged army. About all the pay they got 
was two loaves of bread a day, one 
of which they sold to obtain spend- 
ing money. 

Still, they declined to surrender, 
even when they must have known that 


‘ to fight back was uesless, if not fool- 


ish. 

The first shot was fired by Admiral 
Aubrey’s flagship, the Giuseppi Gari- 
baldi. The shot struck the governor 
general’s palace, almost reducing it 
to ruin. The two Turkish forts im- 
mediately replied. The Turkish gun- 
ners were evidently excited, for their 
shots all went wild. 

Following the report that Tripoli 
had fallen and that the Italian flag 
floats over that city was the news from 
Constantinople that the sultan’s ad- 
visers, discouraged by failure of ap- 
peals to the powers, have prepared to 
yield Tripoli, if Italy will pay a rea- 
sonable compensation and also agree 
to a suzerainty by the sultan. This 
latter condition would be of no prac- 
tical effect, but would help the Sultan 
save his tace in the Mohammedan 
world. 

The great powers of Europe have 
been slow to step in at Turkey’s sug- 
gestion to put an end to hostilities. 
It looks as though Turkey is to be al- 
lowed to meet her fate alone. 

One report is that Italy will not lay 
down her arms unless Turkey sur- 
renders Tripoli entirely and pays Italy 
$12,000,000. 

The Tribuna, the official govern- 
ment newspaper, says that before Ad- 
miral Aubrey began to fire he gave 
the Turkish government, as repre- 
sented by the detachment of soldiers 
at Tripoli, an opportunity to surren- 
der. 

The. Turkish commander had asked 
for twenty-four hours for the pur- 
pose, he said, of communicating with 
his government. At the expiration of 
that time he declined to surrender, 
and the word to fire was given. 

Italy’s Declaration of War 

Rome, Oct. 1.—Italy has de- 
clared war on Turkey. The ficial 
Announcement was made late yester- 
day afternoon.

by daily exposing himself to the at- 
tack of bees. Leaving a hospital a 
month ago when all remedies failed, 
FitzGerald tried the bee experiment as 
a final resort.

“Essentials of Bee-keeping” 


The State Board of Agriculture in- 
cludes in its crop report for Septem- 
ber, recently issued, an article on 
“Some of the Essentials of Bee-keep- 
ing,” by Burton N. Gates, PhD, 
State Imspector of Apiaries. . This 
bulletin can be obtaimed by applica- 
tion to J. Lewis Ellsworth, Secretary 
State Board. of Agriculture, Room 
136 State House, Boston, and those 
desiring it may have their names 
placed on the mailing list to receive 
these neports regularly. 

In introduction Dr. Gates says: 
“This bulletin is not intended to be 
comprehensive of all bee-keeping, but 
rather as a guide to some essentials, 
adapted to the beginner, the avoca- 
tional or the family bee-keeper. The 
opportunity for and _ prospect of 
profit in bee-keeping in Massachusetts 
are encouraging, With the suppres- 
sion and control of infectious bee 
diseases a new life for the industry is 
inevitable. Moreover, the Common- 
wealth is small and markets are espe- 
cially accessible. There is a dense 
and growing population, and this be- 
ing partially composed of Europeans 
increases the demand for honey. The 
utilization, of bees in horticulture, 
orcharding, market gardening and 
cranberry culture is fast becoming 
more thoroughly understood and 
practiced. Bee-keeping affords rec- 
reation, a pastime for those in con- 
fining professions, It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized, however, that 
bees require attention, and this at 
precisely the proper time. They re- 
spond in proportion to judicious 
manipulation.” 

Taking up the details of the busi- 
ness Dr. Gates speaks of the prob- 
lem of locating the apiary, the selec- 
tion of type of hive, the use of found- 
ation and equipment for maintenance. 
Hie gives the best methods of getting 
the bees, advises all bee-keepers to 
Italianize and tells of requeening and 
how and where queens may be pur- 
chased. He advises bee-keepers to 
control the increase of the apiaries 
and describes the methods by which 
this may be accomplished, gives con- 
siderable space to spring manage- 
ment, takes up both spring and fall 
feeding, and discusses at considerable 
length the important subject of win- 
tering bees. The article closes with 
a discussion of the brood diseases of 
bees, the general hygiene of the 
apiary and a list of books and bulle- 
tins bearing upon the subject of bee- 
keeping.

Great inroads have been made into 
the mass of tangled debris. A steam 
log roller at work along the tracks of 
the Buffalo and Susquehanna railroad, 
whose tracks lay through the middle 
of the wreckage, cleared large spaces. 
Indications are that by the end of the 
week the railroad will be opened 
through to Costello, enabling the cart- 
ing away of useless wreckage. 

No reports of any illness prevalent 
because of privations suffered have 
been made to the relief headquarters. 
The state constabulary is effectively 
policing the section. Hight arrests 
for petty thieving have been made. 

Health Commissioner Dixon said: 
“We expect to have the ruins cleared 
by tonight. Under no circumstances 
will we burn the debris until the last 
pody there has been recovered. What 
we neéd most is food. Please urge 
the public to -send foodstuffs. We 
have word from our representatives in 
Costello that the situation there has 
improved.” : 

Twenty-one of the twenty-four 
bodies recovered from the ruins have 
been identified and of the missing, 
hope is entertained that some may 
yet be accounted for. 

Dam Was Unsafe 

Questioned as to the cause of the 
sudden failure of the Bayliss Pulp 
and Paper company’s dam, citizens 
and business men recall the scare a 
year ago last January, when a con- 
siderable leak was discovered in the 
immense cement structure. Although 
two feet along the rim of the dam 
were removed to relieve the pressure 
and a fourteen foot patch was placed 
where needed, the alignment of the 
upper edge of the dam gradually be- 
came a slight are instead of a straight 
line. This bulge caused a worry on 
the part of the citizens and led to a 
somewhat recent inspection. Certain 
protective measures were determined 
upon, but the delay was fatal. 

Costello, three miles away, is pro- 
portionately as shatered as Austin. But 
for the loss of the flood’s momentum 
and the timely warning given by tele- 
phone operators who risked their 
lives to do so, the death list would 
have been much larger.

miles long. This comprised the busi- 
ness section and the valley residence 
portion. A mile above was the mam- 
moth concrete dam of the Bayliss Pa- 
per and Pulp company, 600 feet long, 
| 62 feet high and 30 feet thick at the 
bottom, tapering to a thickness of 
three feet at the top. Back of this 
dam Saturday lay a reservoir of water 
1% miles long with an average depth 
of 35 feet. 

Directly in front of the dam stood 
the plant of the Bayless company with 
four main buildings. Stacked high 
nearby was 700,000 cords of 50-inch 


| wood and slabs, and also a portion of 
the company’s immense timber stock, 


totalling in the Austin valley, 15,000,- 
000 feet _of hard wood and 25,000,000 
feet of hemlock. This was a five-year 
supply, practically the last_large cut 
of the region, valued at $2,000,000. 

The wreckage of the dam was as 
utter as it was sudden. Two im- 
mense sections from top to bottom, 
150 feet wide, were hurled out bodily 
as if they had been the gates of an 
immense canal lock. The outward 
swing was more than fifty feet and on 
either side the remaining structure 
began to crumble aawy. Repairs last 
spring had consisted of a patch of 
cement fourteen feet square. One of 
the severed sections Saturday began 
at that patch. 

The greatest loss of life by. fire oc- 
curred at a sharp turn of the valley, 
where the debris was caught up and 
compressed with terrific power by 
the circling sweep of the flood. The 
wreckage of the busiest portion of the 
town was carried to the point, and it 
caught fire from upset 
lamps. 

No Warning of Catastrophe 

The flood came without the slighiest 
warning. The principal street of Aus- 
tin was overwhelmed quicker than it 

| takes to tell of it. The rushing 
waters filled the valley from side to 
side. 

The little town of Costello, three 
miles below Austin, was annihilated. 
The population is between 400 and 509 
persons. Practically every building in 
the town was levelled by the torrent 

| which came from Austin. 
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front of the Berkeley theatre on 
Forty-Fourth street. 

The admiral’s death is attributed to 
cerebral hemorrhage, which attacked 
him shortly after he and Mrs. Schley 
had reached New York from a visit 
to Mt. Kisco, and he had called at 
the New York Yacht club for his 
mail. : 

Admiral Schley, popular hero of 
the sea battle off Santiago July . 3, 
1898, and long prior to that famous as 
the rescuer of Lieutenant Greely and 
the other survivors of the Greely Arc~ 
tic expedition in 1884, had a distin- 
guished career as a naval officer. His 
part in the unfortunate controversy 
arising out of the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet off the southern coast of 
Cuba in the recent war with Spain 
brought him international attention. 
Popular feeling generally negatived 
the claims of the late Admiral Samp- 
son to the credit.of the victory and 
accorded it to Schley. 

The latter was born near Frederick 
City, Md., Oct. 9, 1859.. He was ap- 
pointed to the naval academy from 
Maryland in 1856, and graduated in 
1860. He was promoted to midship- 
man June 30 of the same year and was 
rapidly advanced in rank for con- 
spicuous services in the Civil war 
that followed soon after his advent as 
a naval officer. 

At the outbreak of the war with 
Spain he was made commander of the 
fiying squaron of Admiral Sampson's 
fleet. During the temporary absence 
of Sampson occurred the historic 
chase and destruction of Admira! 
Cevera’s Spanish fleet off Santiago by 
the flying squadron under the direct 
command of Commander Schley. 

Bitter controversy followed Samp- 
son’s claim of the honors of that bat- 
tle, and it was not quieted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s dictum that the fight 
was a “captain’s battle.” Sampson, 
although generally the recipient of of- 
ficial credit for the tactical conduct 
of the fight, never received popular 
credit for his undoubted part in plan- 
ning for the contingency that oc- 
curred. 

At the close of the war with Spain, 
Schley was made commander of the 
South Atlantic squadron and in Oc- 
tober, 1901, he was retired. For his 
services at the battle of Santiago he 
was presented with a gold sword by 
the people of Pennsylvania, a silver 
sword by the Royal Arcanum, a gold 
and jeweled sword with the thanks of 
the Maryland legislature, and a silver 
service. 

He was the author of the “Rescue 
of Greely,” 1885; and ‘Forty-five 
Years Under the Flag,” 1904. Of the 
battle of Santiago, he said: 

“I know as much about the battle 
off Santiago as anybody else does, 
and some day my story may be pub- 
lished. It will not be until after I 
am dead, though. I don’t care to dis- 
cuss the fight at all. You know that 
partial writers don’t write history. 
History is written long after partial 
writers are dead. History will know 
all about the battle of July 3.” 

Efforts were made during the con- 
troversy to asperse his conduct in di- 
recting the course of his flagship 
Brooklyn when the Spaniards steamed 
out of Santiago harbor. | 


ENTOMBED MINERS SAVED 


Fourteen Had Been In Gloomy Prison 
For Eighty-Four Hours 

Fairbanks, Alaska, Oct. 4.—The 
fourteen men who were entombed at 
the Shakespeare mine, on Dome 
creek, were rescued none the worse 
tor their confinement of eighty-four 
hours. 

A drill hole through which they had 
been provisioned was enlarged by 
thawing until it was large enough to 
permit the body of a man to pass. 
Then the imprisoned miners were 
pulled one after another to the sur- 
face of the ground, 1274 feet above.

Bell, the famous Scotch surgeon from 
whom A. Conan Doyle drew his fa- 
mous detective character, “Sherlock 
Holmes,” died here. It was the rea- 
soning and deductive methods of Bell, 
impressed upon Doyle when he was a 
medical student, that inspired the 
“Sherlock Holmes” stories.

DISCUSSED MORAL EDUCATION 


Civic League Addressed on the Power 


of School, Church, and Guild in 
Moral Upbuilding of Young 
People 


The Andover Christian Civic 
League held its annual fall meeting 
in Christ church last Sunday evening. 
Owing to the rainy weather which 
prevailed, the attendance was small, 
but those present had the privilege of 
listening to some very. interesting 
addresses, 

Dr. Palmer, president of the league, 
presided. Before’ introducing the 


speakers of the evening, the rector 


gave briefly the story of the forma- 
tion of the League, together with its 
aims and objects. He then an- 
nounced the subject for the even- 
ing’s discussion, as “The ‘Moral Ed- 
ucation of Our Young People,” the 
topic to be taken up in three different 
ways, namely, the work of the 
school, the church, and the neigh- 
borhood house in ‘effecting this form 
of education, ; - 

The first speaker was Mr. Wordell 
of the Brookline Boys’ club, who 
treated his subject from the stand- 
point of the work which can be done 
by the school. (Mr. Wordell said that 
the greater part of the achievement 
of moral education has to come from 
the home and the church, for as a 
general thing teachers are not fitted 
to give instruction along that line. 
But he said there were several things 
which it is the function of the school 
to perform, and which they alone can 


0. 

The first of these is to have a wider 
use -of the school buildings. _ The 
speaker called attention to the fact 
that during the summer and also 
through the winter evenings the 
schoolhouses are closed. He said 
that the buildings can be used to good 
advantage for educational and social 
purposes, and that in so doing the 
allurement of the unsupervised club- 
room; the poolroom, and the saloon 
will be decreased. . 

The second way in which the school 
can assist in the upbuilding of moral 
education, Mr. Wordell went on, is 
by teaching a respect for law, and by 


giving its pupils a thorough wunder- | 


standing of the law. He said that a 
large percentage of cases brought up 
in the juvenile courts come through 
ignorance of law, and that consider- 
able stress should be put upon this 
phase of the question, especially in 
the cases of foreign children, 

The third point brought out was 
that there should be a closer and 
more complete relation between the 
teacher and the home. In this way 
an inflnence can be exerted over the 
young from which it ‘s difficu't for 
them to escape, The school, the 
home and social workers combined, 
can keep in touch with young people 
in all their activities and surround 
them with the best influences. 

Principal Hamblin of _ Punchard 
school was tthe next speaker. He pre- 
sented the work which must be done 
by the church to aid in the upbuild- 
ing of morality.. He said that the 
church properly includes the whole 
field of endeavor, but that four points 
are especially important. They are: 
First, the cultivation of reverence. 
He spoke of the danger in overlook- 
ing the result of steady influence 
coming from attending church ser- 
vices, and holding in reverence all 
that is good and true. ; 

Secondly, he said that a spirit of 
charity, of love for one’s fellowmen, 
should be encouraged, and the spirit 
of class distinction and national bar- 
riers and all narrowness should be 
discouraged. 

Thirdly, courage must be inculeat- 
ed into the young. Courage to stand 
by one’s convictions, and to do what 
one knows to be right. This, he said, 
can be done by bringing before the 
young people examples 
heroism of the past and by making 
them feel that they are part of and 
have the sympathy of Christian 
members of the community. 

Fourthly, the spirit of service needs 
cultivation, This 
about by engaging the young peopie 
in some definite work, such as beauti- 
fying or bettering the town, the 
work to be carried on under able 
leadership. 

The fast speaker was Rev. F, A. 
Wilson, who took up the question 
from the standpoint of the neighbor- 
hood house. He outlined the call for 
social settlement and guild work that 
has grown up in the past quarter of 
a century, and spoke of the ever in- 
creasing influence these houses exert 
over the communities in which they 
are situated. He gave many _ inter- 
esting statistics concerning 
growth in numbers and activity. 
Their greatest value in aiding moral 
education, he said, is in prevention, 
both negative ‘and positive. The 
negative prevention shows itself in 
the effort of the neighborhood. house 
to provide helpful recreation, enter- 
tainment, and educational work 
which ‘shall draw the young people 
from the low theatre, the dance hall, 
the saloon, and in thus forming a 
steady attraction, compel those who 
are interested to seek the guild again 
and again until finally they break 
away entirely from their old ways. 
The positive prevention comes in the 
quiet influence for higher and better 
things that is exerted by instructors 
and those in charge, in the subjec- 
tion to rule, and obedience to teach- 
ers, that is expected and required, and 
above all in the spirit of fairness and 
honesty that is cultivated. 

‘Before closing, ‘Mr. Wilson spoke 
of the work which has been accom- 
plished by Andover’s Guild, of its 
growth and success. He also voiced 
the appreciation of tthe Directors of 
the Guild and the public as well in 
the faithful work which has been per- 
formed by the Superintendent, Miss 
‘Anna B, Abbott, who has this week 
gone to other duties in Springfield. 
‘Much as (Miss Abbott’s withdrawal is 
regretted, her work has laid a found- 
ation on which the activities of the 
Guild during the coming winter are 
sure to be succéssful.

pay the United States to “{mport 
from Canada a little of the spirit of 
keeping her own markets.” 

We have never fooled with free 
trade in the United States without 
taking a backward step in the devel- 
opment of the country’s business. 
The temporary conditions that have 
led to low tariff legislation have al- 
ways been found afterwards to have 
been based wpon a wrong under- 
standing of what the possible relief 
might be, The relief has never been 
along a lower tariff line. ; 
there has been a continual lowering 
of the tariff with relation to the 
American industry and undoubtedly 
the day will come when the greater 
part of it will be wiped out, but when 
it is done ata jump and in a hap- 
hazard manner as recent Democratic 
congressional action was taken, the 
results have come with a jump that 
has shaken the very foundation of 
American business. 

‘Massachusetts is the very centre of 
the present disturbed situation. Hers 
are the industries to be most affected 
by attempted Democratic tariff legis- 
lation. Her great mills. are mute 
witnesses in their idleness, to a feel- 
ing of unrest and distrust because of 
the agitations of such men as the 
present chief executive of the state. 
We cannot thrive on Democratic 
pills, and if the effect of this doctrine 
can be shown ‘to the voters of tthe 
Commonwealth as it ought to be, 
there will be few doses taken in the 
coming election. It is not only pos- 
sible, but it is likely that the aroused 
Republican support as manifested in 
the gatherings of the week will make 
for a Republican success in Novem- 
ber ithat will be not only a_satisfac- 
tion to the people of this Common- 
wealth, but an encouragement to the 
entire nation that Massachusetts will 
not stand it to have South and West 
tariff agitators close her mills, drive 
her people to idleness, and destroy 
her industries. 


Editorial Cinders 


It is interesting to note how some 
of the schools in the country are fol- 
lowing the lead of Phillips Academy, 
in giving all of the students an op- 
portunity to get athletic training. 
We notice this week that the Glou- 
cester High School is having a series 
of games between the various classes 
just the same as they are doing here 
at Phillips, that more boys are play- 
ing football than ever, and that while 
the school itself hasn’t a selected 
eleven to represent it, the mass of 
students.as a whole are having real 
fun out of the football training that 
they are getting. This looks pretty 
good to the man who believes that 
the sound body is essential, but that 
it is essential to all the boys and not 
only to the few who may make “the 
team.” If Phillips Academy in its 
leadership shall produce the results 
that are now promised, it won't 
make a continental’s difference 
whether she wins the Exeter game 
or not. They can afford to sacrifice 
that for several years if they secure 
a leadership in such a movement as 
now seems to be working out suc- 
cessfully not only in the Andover 
school but in many smaller schools 
now following her example.

At the recommendation of the’ su- 
perintendent the committee unani- 
mously voted to install the system of 
school savings banks which has been 
successfully operated among the 
school children in other towns. For 
several years similar systems to the 
one to be used here have been em- 
ployed, to such advantage that the 
plan has been given legal standing, 
according to one of the acts of the 
Legislature last year. 

The method of conducting the 
bank is explained fully in the follow- 
ing Act. 

In order to encourage saving 
among the children in the schools 
of this commonwealth, any sav- 
ings bank may, with the written 
consent of and under regulations 
approved by the commissioner 
and, in the case of public schools, 
by the commissioner and the 
school committee in the city or 
town in which the school is situ- 
ated, arrange for the collection 
of savings from the school chil- 
dren by the principal or teachers 
of such schools or by collectors. 
All moneys so collected shall be 
entered on an individual deposit 
card furnished by the savings 
bank, but the total collection re-

ing one cent or more and depositing 
with the teacher or principal or rep- 
resentative of the bank, 

‘Collection shall be made once in 
each school week between October 
rst and June rst of each school year. 

All books, cards, deposit tickets 
and blanks are to be furnished by the 
savings bank, 

The superintendent and committee 
feel that the above plans can be car- 
ried out successfully in the schools 
of the town. Not only will it create 
interest among the school children 
on account of the spirit of competi- 
tion which will make itself felt, but 
it will also encourage the spirit of 
thrift and economy. 

Permission was granted to the 
principal of the Stowe school to or- 
ganize a football team to be known 
as the Stowe School team, and which 
is to play six games during the sea- 
son, three in town and three outside. 
A regularly organized team is a new 
feature in the grammar school, 

Owing to the overcrowded condi- 
tion of the seventh grade in the John 
Dove school, it was voted by the 
committee to make arrangements for 
the tranferrence of pupils in that 
grade living on North Main street 
to the Indian Ridge school, at the 
discretion of the superintendent.

Canada has voted and has_ said 
that she does not want to deal with 
ws if she can help it. There is no 
bad feeling toward us, only Canada 
will not be dictated to by any coun- 
try.. A few weeks ago when speaking 
on this subject, I-said that it was for 
Canada to decide, not for us to dic- 
tate. The newspapers in both coun- 
tries are trying to give the reasons 
for the landslide. 

“Changes are lichtsome and fools 
are fond of them,” so says a Scotch 
proverb; and after fifteen years of 
the Laurier or Liberal government, 
fools may want a change, just as we 
do in.this country now and again. 
They have this change often in Brit- 
ain, only—for sixty years the tariff 
has not troubled the British people. 
They may become fashionable like 
Russia, Germany, France and Amer- 
ica, and put on tariff, but so long as 
their imports and exports keep up 
they are not likely to go mad and 
injure their commerce with ithe world. 

The bosh that was said on both 
sides as to what ithe result of a 
treaty between Canada and_ the 
United States would lead to, is al- 
most too silly to recount. Ruin for 
us, said sixty thousand Grangers. 
Ruin for us, said the Gloucester 
fisher folks, and so on. Then in 
Canada the makers of spades, hoes 
and ploughs cried out, “Vote for 

reciprocity and allow these Yankees 
to sell here at a low rate and get a 
Yankee plough and let us starve?” 

The cotton and woolen manufac- 
turers said, “America has built up her 
textile industry by protection; we are 
not to allow her surplus goods to be 
| dumped here and so shut down our 
| mills,” 

Then the insane scare of annexa- 
tion to this country, which, whether 
he meant it or did not mean it, Pres- 
ident Taft is blamed for starting, and 
his political future may be wrecked 
in consequence, In addition to this, 
that man they call Champ Clark, 
who may sometimes think before he 
speaks, but who generally speaks 
first and does any thinking he has 
afterward, made some of his usual 
foolish jokes about Canada, and the 
nroud descendants of the MacGregor 
felt insulted and spurned reciprocity 
with people that several times have 
spurned Canadian proposals about 
tariffs. 

Regarding the ‘Canadians’ 
to Britain; let me be a little egotis- 
tical and tell what happened to me 
when I visited Halifax. On the 
cricket field there is .a tennis ground 
and also a place for quoit playing.

It may be, as I ventured to say 
in a former letter, that some time 
Canada may form herself into an in- 
dependent republic, but she will never 
allow herself to be called one of our 
states or territories. 

The Canadian farmer knows that 
the price of wheat is regulated by 
the price in Liverpool and not by 
Chicago; and as long as Europe 
takes his produce, cattle, sheep, 
swine or poultry, he is not anxious 
to make a free trade treaty with us. 

In. my opinion, Canada did wrong 
in voting against reciprocity, and our 
Grangers’ cry against the treaty in 
this country was simply childishness. 
Just let me ask one question andi let 
our Grangers and farmers answer it, 
Does a duty on wheat help them? We 
export wheat, we don’t import it. 
Does a dutty on beef help them? We 
export beef. I am not to waste good 
paper and ink over ithis tariff ques- 
tion. I only say that a tariff on tex- 
tile goods keeps up the price of the 
goods imported as well as the goods 
made here, and without a tariff we 
could not compete with cheaper 
plants and lower wages abroad. But 
note that wheat or beef from other 
countries are not imported, and you.

Washington, Oct. 4.—In a sud-

RICH MEN FINED AS 
JEWELRY SMUGGLERS 


Another Gets. Prison Santence 
For Undervaluing Goods 


New York, Oct. 3.—Nathan Allen, 
the millionaire leather manufacturer 
of Kenosha, Wis., entered a plea of 
guilty to all the counts in an indic.- 
ment charging him with smuggling 
jewelry into the country. John kh. 
Collins of Memphis, organizer of the 
Southern Coal company, also pleaded 
guilty to the last count in the indict- 
ment charging him with smuggling 
jewelry. Allen was fined $12,000, 
while a fine of $4000 Was imposed 
upon Collins. 

Allen and Collins were indicted in 
connection with the smugggling of 
jewelry valued at $150,000, which, it 
is alleged, was given to Mrs. Helen 
D. Jenkins, who appeared as the 
principal witness against them before 
the grand jury. 

Abraham Lichtenstein, president of 
the Lichenstein Millinery company, 
entered a plea of guilty to charges of 
undervaluing importations and was 
sentenced to four months on Black- 
well’s island and to pay a fine of $1. 


BOSTON’S BUSY COURT 


Municipal Judges Disposed of 43,180 
Cases During Past Year 

Boston, Oct, 5.—The total number 
of cases handled by Boston municipal 
court for the court year ending Sept. 
30 was 43,180, according to the court 
report issued last evening. This is a 
decrease of 960 from the 44,140 cases 
handled in the previous year. 

Drunkenness had 31,358 cases. 
Larceny had 2476. Results of some 
of the police crusades are apparent. 
There were only eighty-five “spitting” 
cases in court in 1910, but in 1911 the 
courts passed on 772 cases. 

Lord’s day viclations were followed 
up so sharply that the 1910 record of 
193 cases jumped to 651 for 1911. 
Only two warren‘s were issued in 1910 
for seizure of hypnotic drugs.

So it will be 
a step in advance if we can pro- 
cure expert physicians to exam- 
ine patients in each county with- 
out expense. And if we can 
have early diagnosis by these 
expert physicians, these expert 
diagnosticians, the smaller coun- 
ties of the state will be greatly 
benefited, for they are sadly in 
need of such assistance.
